1 In order to account for Governmental Accounting Board changes in the treatment of the year-end accrual of compensated absences, a
restatement of the FY 2002 beginning balance for Fund 106, Fairfax-Falls Church Community Services Board is reflected. This adjustment
results in an increase in the FY 2002 beginning balance in the amount of $695,341 and a one-time savings for the fund. The beginning
balance audit adjustment has been included in the FY 2002 Comprehensive Annual Financial Report (CAFR).  

2 This total does not include all of the State funds allocated to the Fairfax-Falls Church Community Services Board (CSB) that are used to
provide services to CSB clients. In FY 2003, an estimated $10 million in State funds will support $20.3 million in community Medicaid
services paid directly by the State to private providers. In addition, the above total does not include State support for atypical medications
required by patients discharged from State mental health facilities to CSB-supported programs. In FY 2003, an estimated $2.1 million in State
funds will provide for these expensive medications for CSB clients. Furthermore, the above toal does not include State support for private
psychiatric hospital bed purchases required when State hospitals are full. In FY 2003, an estimated $0.6 million in State funds will provide
beds for CSB clients.
